Churchill Says the] 
Allies Will Bar 
New Attack. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The whole ef- 
fectiveness of the league of nations 
depends upon the allies having q reas- 
onably trustworthy military force in 
proximity to Germany, Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, secretary of state for 
war, declared at a meeting here today. 

“We are going to take measures,” 
he added, “to make it physically im- 
possible for Germany to begin a war 
of-revenge, at any rate in our lifetime. 
We are going to take a few trustwor- 
thy persons well provided with what 


Rhine and to make Germany pay rep- 
aration for the damage she. has done.” 


Army of 900,000 Men, 
Col. Churchill made an appeal] for 
the maintenance of the army and said 
that the goyernment intended to main- 
tain an army of 900,000 men during 
The government now is raising 
a volunteer army for garrisoning the 
‘empire and recruits are coming in at 
the rate of a thousand daily. Until 
this army is raised, he added, it will 
necessary to keep-up a compulsory 
army. 

The object of the meeting, Mr, 
Churchill said, was to ask the employ- 
ers throughout the country to do their 
best now to reassure the men retained 
in the army that tNeir places would be 
kept open for them. : 

Keep One in Four. 

“ We are letting go three out of every 
four serving with the colors on Nov. 
11,” he said, “and we are paying the 
fourth man double to finish up the job. 
All information received goes to show 
that the soldiers regard this treatment 
, of the problem as essentially fair, 

“If we disperse completely the pres- 
ent compulsory army before we get a 
voluntary army, which will require a 
-year to form, we should not only lose 
the fruits of the war, but lose the 
British empire We had before the war. 
We should not only be unable to dis-, 
charge our responsibilities in Palestine 
and Mesopotamia and with regard to 
Turkey, but India, Egypt, Gibraltar, 
Malta, and all our great fortresses 
would be left totally undefended.” 

Will Force Indemnity, 

After declaring the allies were going 
to make sure that Germany cannot 
strike again, Mr. Churchill continued: 

“We are goingfto make Germany 
pay what ig rightful and possible in 
reparation of the damage she has 
done. Both to prevent a renewal of 
the war, by effectually disarming Ger- 
many, and to secure reparation on 
which we are determined, it is neces- 
sary to maintain a strong, compact 
well-disciplined army on the Rhine for 
some time to come. That army can- 
not be maintained on the voluntary 
basis. 

“We are not keeping large forces 
to fight in Russia; we have no inten- 
tion of sending large British armies! 
to fight in Russia. If Russia is to 
be saved, she must be saved by Rus- 
sia.”

Two bullets bruised the 
right arm and hand, while two other 
bullets are reported to have passed 
through the premier’s clothing. 


Able to Take Food. 


The great age of the premier—he is 
78—at first caused alarm that compli- 
cations would set in, but the powerful 
physique with which the statesman is 
endowed permitted him to escape this 
danger. He was shot at about 9 o'clock 
in the morning. At 2 in the afternoon. 
it wag officially stated that he Rad been 
able to partake of food and was cheer- 
ful despite frequent spells of cough- 

Foreign Minister Pichon visited the 
premier, remaining with him for half 
an hour. This was ebout 6 o’cléck in 
the afternoon, and M. Pichon reported 
the premier as “ doing well.”

Women Flock to Scene.

Morris Jastrow Jr., Ph. D., LL. D., 
of the department of Semitic lan- 
guages and religions in the University 
of Pennsylvania, answers these ques- 
tions in the affirmative.

The great wail of the Preacher, as it 
stands today, is that “all is vanity” 
and ends upon this solemn note: “ Let 
us hear the conclusion of the whole 
matter: Fear God and keep His com- 
mandments; for this is the whole duty 
of man.

This pious exhortation, Dr. Jastrow 
says, was not the conclusion of the 
original book of Koheleth, and the ad- 
dition of some later compiler of sacred 
books, and that such a conclusion is 
alien to the thought of Koheleth, who 
had no belief in immortality, was an 
agnostic In his stated views, and was 
a counselor in the fashion of Omar, 
saying that man should enjoy his life 
to the utmost while he had it, because 


be granted another. 
Don’t Make a Hog of Yourself. 


The burden of Koheleth’s philosophy, 
far from preaching piety and ascetic- 
ism, according to Dr. Jastrow, is to pur- 
sue pleasure as the principal reward 
of life—to pursue it wisely and with a 
clear head, not sottishly or intemper- 
ately, since to do so lessens one’s abil- 
ity to enjoy life and cuts down his 
span of years. This is the only warn- 
ing the cynic sounds, Dr. Jastrow 
says, and that, in effect, is this: have 
a good time in life, but don’t make a 
hog of yourself; you can’t drink all the 
vineyards produce, anyway. By over- 
drinking you lower your capacity to 
partake of the fine elation drinking 
gives. By eating to the point of glut- 
tony you soon lose the ability to enjoy 
with genuine gusto any food, however 
delicious. Indulgence in concupiscence 
takes the fine edge off the thing. 

The original author of Ecclesiastes, 
according to Dr. Jastrow, was an ed-

The capac- 
ity for enjoyment is a gift of God. 
God approves of joy, because joy: is 
the one thing that makes life bearable. 


“Joy for Joy’s Sake.” | 

“The common fate that will over- 
take all rings like a refrain through 
the book, but it ts significant that the 
refrain to enjoy life sounds still more 
strongly. His fling at women, Which 
might be used as an argument to prove 
that he is a deep dyed pessimist, is 
not to be taken too seriously, any more 
than is his assertion in one place—and 
in one place only—that he hates life. 
One feels that he indulges in intention- 
al exaggeration when he declares that 
even among a thousand one cannot 
find a decent woman. It sounded 
clever, and Koheleth is not the only 
humorist who indulges in a witty hy- 
perbole to raise a laugh. _ 

“I call his doctrine of enjoyment 
sound, because he preaches joy for 
joy’s sake. He has no sympathy with 
gluttony or riotous living or with a 
life entirely given up to stimulating 
the passions and sensual tastes. 
“He is saved from any extreme 
hedonism by his gospel of work as 
the condition to genuine enjoyment. 
Hence, when he advocates ‘ Eat, drink, 
and be merry,’ he knows that there is 
little danger of making enjoyment the 
aim of life. Enjoyment as an aim is 
vanity and, indeed, the greatest of all 
vanities, for it must soon lead to 
ennui.” 

Get the “ Higher Up.” 

‘Here are some other extracts: 

“Koheleth has no confidence in re- 
form movements, arising through in- 
dignation at the discovery of corrup- 
tion, but which fail to remove the 
cause. Do not be amazed, he says, at 
finding out how rotten things are, for 
there is always some one ‘higher up’ 
who is responsible and whom you con- 
not reach (v. 7).” 

“When he enlarges upon the strange 
distortions in the world, to further il- 
lustrate the vanity of things, he again 
draws upon his experience and does 
not speak as the adherent of any par- 
ticular system of the philosophy of 
life. He has seen the wicked triumph- 
ant in this world, and their glory ex- 
tended even beyond the grave. They 
are accorded the distinction of large 
funerals. 


_ Discusses Women’s Attractions. 


“As a frank observer, Koheleth de- 

clines to take a prudish view of the 
‘eternal feminine’ that lures us on. 
Bat as all pleasures pall in time, so a 
time comes when the attractions of 
woman no longer arouse the senses, 
and when this moment comes, one 
discovers that of all things that are 
vain and empty woman takes the 
lead. 
“The main attraction of woman, ac- 
cording to Koheleth, lies in her charm, 
not in her character. 
charm goes or when we are no longer 
sensitive to it, the illusion is ‘more 
bitter than death.’ (vii 26). ‘Her 
mind is all snares and nets, her hands 
are fetters’ is merely the Oriental way 
of phrasing ‘the lure of the feminine,’ 
with a touch of bitterness that sug- 
gests an outburst due to personal ex- 
perience. Renan was probably not the 
first to suspect that Koheleth was a 
bachelor, but the very vehemence of 
his indictment that he has failed to 
find a decent woman among a thou- 
sand (vii. 28) points to his having been 
not altogether insensible to female 
charms.

the navy. The administration {forces could not be 
critical of any of the results of unpreparedness 
because they had been guilty of unpreparedness. 
They had to be enthusiastic and they were. 

They used Mr. Creel and his writers to make the 
senators and congressmen, and also the ordinary 
citizen, believe that our army was equal to the 
French in training, in the education of its officers, 
and even in equipment. That is why reports like 
the Allen report get two columns in the news- 
papers instead of two sticks. We believed that 
the army was a perfect army; our congress be- 
lieved that. It was a great army and a fighting 
army, but not a well equipped; well organized, 
or perfectly trained army.

There were practically 2,600,000 people 
in the city, according to the estimate of 
the census office. gn passing we might 
say that al] census estimates are based 
upon the 1910 census and are therefore 
in all probability quite inaccurate. 
There were but. thirty-seven deaths 
from typhoid fever, or a rate of 1.4 per 
100,000. Twenty-five years ago typhoid 
fever was 124 times as prevalent. A 
rural district with ten times as much 
typhoid fever would regard itself as en- 
titled to be considered,a health resort. 
There were four deaths from smallpox. 
Smalipox is still something of a menace. 
Three died from chickenpox. In 1917 
ten died from that disease. Chickenpox 
is too serious a matter to be neglected. 
So’ far as measies, ‘scariet fever, 
whooping cough, diphtheria, mumps and 
infantile paralysis were concerned the 
city had a very healthy year. Should 


| the same rates prevail a large proportion 


of the present young children will pass 
through life without ever having had 
measles, and the proportion having 
scarlet fever and whooping cough will 
be smaller still. 


Taken as a whole the death rate was 
very high, the number dying having 
been 44,522, or a rate of 17.1. We must 
go back to 1895 to find a death rate so 
high. The number of deaths was 6,467 
in excess of that of 1917. No part of 
the increase. was among babies. The 
number of deaths of babies under 1 year 
was only six in excess of that of 1917. 
The number of deaths of children be- 
tween 1 and 2 was only two in excess. 
The increase in deaths of children 2 to 
10 was only [76. In spite of the neglect 
of babies resulting from the epidemic 
they got along very well. The infer- 
ence is that babies are not harmed by 
influenza. The small increase in tne 
death rate of children 2 to 10 indicates 
that school children do not suffer much 
from influenza. Therefore, nothing is 


gained by closing the schools or other | 


meeting places frequented by children. 

The increase in deaths of persons 20 
to 30 was nearly 3,000, or almost 100 per 
cent increase. The increase in 30 to 40 
was nearly 2,500. The deaths of persons 
over 50 years of age showed an actual 
decrease. The people over 650 went 
through the epidemic either having in- 
fluenza and recovering from it or com- 
pletely resisting it. They were just in 
the age group which suffered most in 
1890-93. 


We find that practically all of the 
6.400 increase of deaths in 1918 over 
1917 were in the age groups 20 to 50. 
The only diseases showing increase over 
1917 were influenza, which is charged 
with 6,905 deaths—an increase of 6,704 
—and pneumonia, charged with 6,983, an 


‘increase of 1,967. -

of the year we would have had a good 
health year.

Would appreciate your 
advice. He is a coal miner when able 
to work and has tried all kinds of patent 
medicines, also has been doctored, but 
never got cured.” 
| REPLY. 
Asthmatics are not very liable to develop 
consumption. However, this party may have 
what is known as miner's phthisis and not 
ordinary asthma. Send a specimen of his 


for one month. If all the reports show ab- 
sence of tubercle bacilli it is probable that 
he is not suffering from consumption. If he 
has not consumption, I suggest that he stop 
mining and go to some large clinic in search 
of help.

newspapers everywhere are giving it) 
editorial attention. Harper’s Magazine 
for February has an article with the 
title, “‘ Help Wanted, Female,” and Col- 
lier’s Weekly for Feb. 18 has an qi- 
torial headed, “‘ Domestic Notes,” which 
mainly talks about dishwashing. 
Miss Helen Fraser of England, talk- 
ing in this country on the subject of 
reconstruction, is quoted as saying that 
“Domestic service is to be purged of 
its old unpleasantness—long hours and 
lack of dignity—by_the establishment | 
of household orderlies. They go to a 
home, attend to its duties as directed, 
and leave when the number of hours of | 
service requested is ended.” I have 
had such service as this for’years, but | 
did mot use the name orderly. 


The article in Harper’s Magazine 
says: “Not the nature of domestic ~ 
labor, but its conditions make {t menial. | 
There is nothing degrading about cook-. 
ery.” The author of this article dis-| 
cusses the things that have kept do- 
mestic service, or the servant problem, | 
from being established on a secure eco-| 
nomic basis. He thinks it is the per- 
sonal element or “touch.” The girl 
likes the absence of l in the factory. 
The servant famine he regards as a 
social menace on Rooseveltian grounds. 
He says that the present crisis aggra- 
vates a situation that “ten years ago 
sorely troubled Col: Roosevelt.”
